I. CHINESE EDUCATION. 

the. Standard Has Changed but Xittle Xu ■ 
p P;]Twq ^hiposand; Years. 

They have no conception of learning 
hs understood in the west—of mathe- 
fnatics, chemisty, geology or kindred 
Sciences anci^of universal history. In¬ 
deed, they -have a very imperfect knowl¬ 
edge of geography. Their curriculum Of 
Tfcndy embraces the Chinese classics and 
philosophy (a’voluminous compilation, 
especially holding in eminence' the 
teachings - of Confucius), the theory of 
government and Chinese pojetry and 
history. It is the standard fixed* 2,000 
years'ago and has undergone little 
change in the succeeding centuries. 

' One of-our aiplomatid representatives 
tells of a conversation had "with one of 
the, most distinguished scholars and 
highest officers in the empire, in which 
they canvassed their respective systems 
of education, and he reports that his 
Chinese friend had never heard of Ho¬ 
mer, Yirgil or Shakespeare; knew some¬ 
thing of Alexander having - crossed tlhe 
Indus,'had a vague knowledge of Caesar 
and Napoleon, hut none whatever of 
Hannibal, Peter the Great, Wellington 
or other modem soldiers, and he was 
ignorant Of astronomy, mathematics or 
the modern sciences. When the Ameri¬ 
can minister expressed surprise at these 
defects in Chinese educatioj^*the man¬ 
darin replied: “That is your civiliza¬ 
tion,land you learn it. We have ours, 
and we learn it. For centuries we have 
gone on satisfied to know what we 
know. Why should we care to know 
what'you know?” 

Yet it must he .conceded that Chinese 
‘scholars -and officials jure usually men of 
decided, intellectual ability, and they 
cannot, bp set down as .uneducated * be- 
eauso 1 theyliave not followed the enrrie- 
rilririi'of study marked out by European 
'civilization. It is a source of natural 
pride that they possess a literature and 
philosophy older than any similar learn¬ 
ing of the west, and which even at, this 
day are not obsolete, but exercise an 
elevating moial and intellectual influ : 
ence on a vast multitude-of the human 
family. • 

But no one of his race more’ than Li 
Hung Chang recognizes the defects of 
the national system of education. 
Largely through his influence, the em¬ 
peror has established at Peking a college 
with a full faculty of foreign professors 
for the instruction of chosen Chinese 
youths in the European languages and 
modern sciences, with a view to train¬ 
ing them for the diplomatic service. So 
he has also established at Tien-tsin,'for 
the last 25 years his viceregal residence, 
schools for military, naval and medical 
education, manned by European in¬ 
structors, and’his example has been fol-7 
lowed by other viceroys.- . ” r

assassinated in 1801, was very particu¬ 
lar as .to his dress, an’d considered tri¬ 
fling matters as of supreme importance.

ETIQUETTE IN SPAIN. 

There the People*Are Punctiliously Polite 
at All Times* 

Spaniards have some rules of etiquette • 
that would prove surprising to the av¬ 
erage easy going American. Take, for 
instance, the rules governing visits. 
When the first call is made by a lady, 
she is expected to arrive in a carriage, 
that being considered a mark of high re¬ 
spect. Should the person called upon "be 
absent from home, the visitor is expected 
to leave her card with one end turned 
over, and in ono coiner is to be written 
the initials E. P., meaning en persona, 
or in person. Upon ringing the bell the 
visitor is usually greeted by an unseen 
person with the words, “Qulen, es?” or 
“ Who’s there?” to which should be re¬ 
plied “Gente de paz,” or persons of 
peace. Entering, the visitor, is conduct¬ 
ed to the best room in the house, led up 
to a sofa and placed to the right of the 
hostess. On rising to take leave the 
proper form is to exclaim, in the case 
of a lady, “Senora, I place myself at 
your feet. ” She will answer in a sim¬ 
ilarly figurative way by saying: “I kiss 
yonr hand. May yon depart with God 
and continue well! ’ ’ Feminine visitors 
are saluted with a kiss, both upon their 
arrival and departure, It is considered, 
an unpardonable breach of good man¬ 
ners for a gentleman to offer to' shake ‘ 
hands with a Spanish lady.''Another? 
decidedly ■ objectionablo proceeding,, in i 
Spanish eyes, is to offer a lady one’s 
arm when walking with her. Should a 
Spanish gentleman so far forget himself 
as to offer his arm to his wife, he would 
be looked upon as lamentably ignorant 
of the laws of etiquette governing good 
society in tho land of his birth. 

Another noticeable custom is that 
when walking with a Spaniard in 
Spain it is considered the height of ill 
manners fo walk on the inside. This is 
the place of honor and. should always 
be given to the native.^ When a well 
bred Spaniard meets a lady on the 
street, he always passes to the outside, 
thus making way for her, but with men 
this rule is nQt observed. Whoever has 
the wall on his right hand in the nar¬ 
row streets is entitled to keep it. 

These are some of the most noted pe¬ 
culiarities of the rigorous rules govern¬ 
ing Spaniards of polite breeding. They 
are punctilious: almost to tho point of 
absurdity in most things, but their po¬ 
liteness is of a kind that wears well.—

CONVICTION OF JOSEPH LESURQUES 
AND THE SAD SEQUEL. 


An Unfortunate Resemblance and a Fatal 
, Combination of Circumstances Caused 
‘ tie Execution of a Man Whose Tnno- 
’ eesm Was Afterward Established. 


Although Lesurques was executed aT 
(far back as 1796, though his innocence 
was established in 1801, though his 
(.property was restored to the family in 
.1S24, the corps legislatif, after the fam¬ 
ily had tried for over hal/ a century to 
•have his memory judicially rehabilitate 
ed, definitely refused in 1869 toper- 
.form this last remaining act of justice. 
.The pedantry of French law forbade the 
’questioning of a jury’s verdict by any 
one save the person directly interested. 
[But though the law has failed to re¬ 
move the stigma on the name of an in¬ 
nocent man, literature and the drama 
have made him a popular hero. “The 
[Lyons Mail,” in which his honor is 
thoroughly vindicated, has been one of 
the most popular of all French melo¬ 
dramas, and the combined genius of 
Charles Reade and of Henry Irving have 
jmade It one of the great successes of the 
•modern English stage 

Poor Lesurques, who, when he perish¬ 
ed on the scaffold, was but 38 years of 
age, was a good husband, a good father 
and a good citizen. He married, in 
1790, Mile Campion, a lady of respect¬ 
able family in Douai and possessed of a 
handsome dowry. Their children there¬ 
fore were very young and it was in or¬ 
der to give them the benefit of a supe¬ 
rior education that he relinquished a 
public appointment at Donai and came 
to Paris, there to live on Ms own private 
fortune, which amounted to about 7,500 
francs a year. He had but just arrived 
in the capital and was superintending 
,the furnishing of Ms new home when 
•the thunderbolt fell. 

On April 27, 1896, the mail coach be- 
* tween Lyons and Paris was attacked 
iand plundered and the postilion and 
f courier were murdered. There were no 
witnesses to the crime, but it was re¬ 
ported that a party , of horsemei? had 
[been seen hi the vicinity at about the 
time it was committed. These horsemen 
had taken dinner at an inn at Mont- 
geron. One of Lesurques’ friends nam¬ 
ed Guenot was arrested on suspicion and 
his private papers were seized. There 
was no evidence to hold him on except 
that he answered the description of one 
[of the supposed murderers, and he was 
dismissed. Next day he was told to call 

i f or his papers at th e central bureau. He 
was accompanied thither by Lesurques, 
an act of madness on the part of the 
.latter had he been guilty. 

| It happened that jnsc at that time the 
j judge was taking the depositions of wit- 
Inesses who lived in the neighborhood of 
the scene of the murder. Among these 
[were two maidservants of Montgeron, 
[who uttered simultaneous screams at 
[the appearance of the two friends. They 
jwere pnt into the witness box and swore

positively that two of the horsemen 
'were present in the audience. When 
I confronted with Lesurques and Guenot, 
[they positively identified them. Both 
[were arrested and thrown into prison. 
[At the trial four other witnesses cor 
'roborated their testimony with equal 
[emphasis as regarded Lesurques, but 
iwere doubtful about Guenot. The latter 
[succeeded: in establishing a satisfactory 
[alibi and was: released. Thaformer’s at¬ 
tempted alibi seemed to break down 
badly when the daybook of the jeweler, 
Lagrand—to whom he swore he had sold 
a bill of goods on the very day of the 
•'murder—was produced in court and the 
date of the charge was found to have 
•been, altered. In vain the jeweler pro¬ 
tested that the first date was a mistake, 

J which he had immediately corrected, 
land he and all the other witnesses for 
- Lesurques were looked upon as self con¬ 
victed perjurers. Lesurques was found 
guilty and executed, together with one 
of the real murderers, named Conrriol, 
who, on mounting the scaffold, confess¬ 
ed Ms own guilt, but declared the in¬ 
nocence of Lesurques. Doubts began to 
[arise as to the justice of Lesurques’ sen¬ 
tence and finally it was discovered that j 
the had suffered through an extraordi¬ 
nary resemblance to one Dubose, the real 
criminal, who was brought to justice in 
1801, convicted and executed. 

This deplorable ease had most deplor¬ 
able sequels. The unhappy Mme. Le- 
surques went mad on hearing the news 
of her husband’s condemnation. The 
children were as yet too young to under¬ 
stand their trouble, but as they grew 
up one thought alone possessed them— 
that of vindicating their deadfather. It 
is easy to understand how brooding over 
this jrarpose drove one daughter to the 
madhouse in which hermother had been 
confined. 

s It is curious that one of the witnesses 
[against Lesurques—the woman Alfroy 
—also went insane from grief and re¬ 
morse at her error. Still another victim 
Was another daughter of Lesurques, who, 
worn 1 out by the fruitless struggle with 
the pedantry of the French laws, drown¬ 
ed herself in the Seine, His son left 
prance, took service in the Russian 
prmy and courted and found death 
[there;. As regards Lesurques’ fortune, 
jwMch had been confiscated, his unhap- 
fpy family were more successful. In 
1824, just 28 years after their father’s 
[death, they obtained a grant of 244,000 
francs, supplemented in 1835 by another 
grant of 252; 000 francs—Loudon Pub¬ 
lic Opinion. _ , 


According to Recent Estimates, It 
Run Ont In a Hundred Years. 

The Bond Record has been making a 
careful investigation of the anthracite 
coal industry. No expense has been 
spared to obtain correct information, 
so that those interested in the coal car¬ 
rying railroads and other companies 
owning or leasing coal lands may be 
able to judge of the present prospective 
values of their properties. Eleven cor¬ 
porations control 90 per cent of the 
available coal supply. 

According to the summarized es¬ 
timate of The Bond Record, in 109 
'years, on the basis of shipments made 
in. 1895, the supply of anthracite coal 
will be exhausted. The largest propor¬ 
tion of the annual increase of tonnage 
has been furnished by the Wyoming 
region. In. 1894 Lehigh and Schuylkill 
furnished 45 per cent and Wyoming 50 
per cent of the year’s output, but the 
Wyoming region is nearing the point of 
maximum output and increase of ton¬ 
nage is likely soon to diminish. The 
present annual capacity of the anthra¬ 
cite region is about 67,000,000 tons, or 
about 21 , 000,000 tons in excess of an¬ 
nual consumption. It is therefore clear 
that production should be reduced, as 
the oversupply prostrates the market and 
at the same time encourages waste in 
the world. Unless the gross misman¬ 
agement and criminal v, astefulness that 
have characterized the anthracite indus¬ 
try for the past few years are stopped 
they will result in the ruin of the great 
properties engaged in die mining - and 
transportation of ccaL 
. Conid the various interests involved 
co-operate and limit the production of 
the mines to meet the requirements of 
the market, at fair prices, before many 
years, with the increasingconsumption, 
the demand would equal production, 
there would be an end to the present 
demoralized markets and these who 
have invested their savings in the stocks 
and bonds of these, anthracite properties 
would eventually get back their invest¬ 
ment with interest. » 

But the great fact which this publica¬ 
tion of The Bond Record discloses is the 
brief period of time wMch we can de¬ 
pend upon the anthracite coalfields of 
Pennsylvania to supply ns with ifeat 
and power. Its place will have to be 
supplied by some other element, and 
there is none in sight so admirably 
adapted for the purpose. The supply of 
bituminous coal is practically exhaust¬ 
less, but this greasy, sooty, dirty fuel is 
a resource from which our generation 
ought to be profoundly thankful it is 
spared. 


Capture of a Slave Caravan. 

Baron von Eltz, the German com¬ 
missioner, made a plucky attack on a 
slave caravan, on Nov. 21. For several 
days he had heard of a big caravan on 
its way toxhe coast from Mlozi’s strong¬ 
hold. He had native allies as spies all 
over the country bringing him in news 
of the movements and whereabouts of 
the caravan. At last they were camped 
in between two large native villages, 
allies of the Germans. Yon Eltz imme¬ 
diately dispatched messengers to the 
cMefs of the two villages, telling them 
to stay the caravan from passing through 
their territory—either to advance or re¬ 
treat. The caravan was over 700 strong. 
There were 7 owners of ivory and 53 
owners of-slaves, and a host of slaves 
and some followers. When Yon Eltz 
had the caravan blocked, he embarked 
in Ms boat, proceeded posthaste to the 
spot, at once surrounded the whole car¬ 
avan with native allies and compelled 
all to march down to his station at Par- 
ambira. He bad only five Zanzibari 
soldiers, a noncommissioned officer, a 
few native recruits bearing rifles and a 
host of native allies, but without firing 
a shot he captured the caravan.—Diary 
of the Late E. J. Giavo in Century.

There is probably not another busi¬ 
ness firm in the United States, or; for 
that matter, in any other country in the 
world, that annually sacrifices hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of trade simply 
tef maintain a principle, as Whitall, 
Tatum & Co., the Quaker glass manu¬ 
facturers of Philadelphia, do and have 
done for nearly 75 years. 

The firm was established in the early 
part of the century, and its founders 
were'strict and consistent members of 
the Society of Friends. They did not 
believe in war, nor In litigation, nor in 
the manufadturo or sale of intoxicating 
liquors, and they established a rule 
which has never been violated. 

Whitall, Tatum & Co. have never 
made a whisky flask, nor any sort or 
description of bottle intended to contain 
either malt, vin'ous or spirituous liquors. 
This includes the small vials called 
“samples,” which are similar to those 
made to display samples of illuminating 
and lubricating oils. Should an intend¬ 
ing purchaser ask for oil “samples” 
and say they were to be used for whisky, 
lie could not buy them at any price. 

1 The army and navy departments of 
the United States have sought several 
times to buy glassware from the firm, 
but the patronage has invariably been 
refused on the ground that the furnish¬ 
ing of any sort of supply for the aid or 
comfort of persons engaged' in * war dr 
maintaining peace by force of arms, was 
contrary to the tenets of the Society of 
Friends, and therefore could not be 
considered.

In my opinion the elephant is the 
most intelligent of all animals. He 
thinks for himself, and no matter in 
what position ho may be placed, or 
what emergencies he may be called up 
on to meet, he seems to be endowed 
with enough common sense to be equal 
to all occasions. He has also a strong 
sense of humor, wMch at times is so 
marked as to be almost human.

filled with water, and the hippopotamus 
in turn furnished amusement for the 
elephant. It was quite eqrly one morn¬ 
ing—before the hour for admitting the 
public to the garden—when I noticed 
the elephant- walking around- on the 
stone edge of the basin, curiously watch¬ 
ing the hippopotamus. 

I felt quite sure that the elephant was 
up to some prank, and I was not mistak¬ 
en; for, just as soon as the ears of the 
hippopotamus came into view, the ele 
phant quickly seized one of them with 
Ms trunk and gave it a. sudden pulL 
The enraged hippopotamus lifted his 
ponderous head clear of the water and 
snorted and Mew, but every time he 
rose to take breath the elephant would 
recommence Ms antics. Around and 
around the beast would go, keeping 
sharp lookout for the little ears of the 
hippopotamus, wMch he would seize the 
moment they appeared. His evident de¬ 
light in teasing his huge neighbor was 
very comical, and there could be no 
doubt that he thoroughly enjoyed it. 

Again, one day the keeper placed 
some food for the* hippopotamus in 
comer of the inclosnre, and at once the 
Mppopotamus began to leave the water 
to get it, but the elephant slowly am¬ 
bled over to the same corner, and arriv¬ 
ing there first he placed his four feet 
over the favorite food in such a way that 
the hippopotamus could not get at it, 
gently swayed his trunk back and forth 
and acted altogether as though he were 
there quite accidentally, until the gar¬ 
den was thrown open to the public and 
he went forward to receive the daily 
contributions of bread, cake, pie, etc., 
wMch were always offered him by his 
hosts of admirers. 

Elephants appear to take much enjoy¬ 
ment in life and exhibit a good natured 
spirit even while at work. In the ani¬ 
mals’ quarters at Bridgeport, some time 
ago, two little elephants showed evi¬ 
dent pleasure in the tasks that were set 
for them. Even in their stable, when 
no trainer was about, one little elephant 
would stand on its head just it was 
used to doing in the circus and the other 
would look anxiously on until its own 
turn came to stand on its head and be 
admired by the other. * 

In his native clime, during the hot 
hours of the day, the elephant usually 
seeks the friendly shade of a grove of 
trees so as to shield himself from the 
burning rays of the sun. Some time ago 
in Central* park the elephants in sum 
mer were kept in an open inclosure 
where there were no trees or shade of 
any Mnd, and during the hot days, 
when tho mercury was well up in the 
nineties, the heat was almost unbear¬ 
able. Intently watching the elephants 
there were always many persons carry¬ 
ing sunshades or umbrellas to protect 
themselves from the sun’s fays. 

I wonder how many of these onlook¬ 
ers realized that the elephants were 
carrying sunshades, too, for such was 
really the case. On the very hot days 
the great quadrupeds would take the 
hay that was given them, or, when they 
could get it the newly mown grass, and 
completely thatch their backs with it 
to shield themselves from the son. They 
will sometimes do this same thing.in 
fly time to protect themselves from be¬ 
ing bitten, for; strange as it may seem, 
the elephant’s skin is very sensitive. 

In Africa there grows a tree called 
the heglik tree', which bears fruit 
known by the name of lolobes. Now the 
elephant is very fond, of lolobes, but the 
fruit grows so high up as to be quite 
out of the animal’s reach. Of course 
that does not deter the elephant from 
trying to get it. True, he cannot climb 
a tree, but ho has a big bump of inge¬ 
nuity and we may rest assured that he 
gets the fruit by some means or other. 

Sir Samuel Baker, the great African 
traveler, was fortunate enough one day 
to see an elephant in’the very act of get¬ 
ting the fruit. The elephant would re¬ 
tire a short distance from the tree and 
then rush at the trunk at* full speed, 
striking his head against it with such 
force as to make the tree tremble in' 
evory limb and so shake down the fruit, 
repeating the charge again and again 
until enough lolobes had fallen to satis¬ 
fy his appetite.—Our Animal Friends.

A GREAT HISTORIC TABLET. 


Professor Petrie Pinds a Record of the 
Crushing of Israel by Egypt, 

I was permitted to excavate along a 
part of the ruin strewn desert at Thebes 
and to examine the sites of temples 
which stand: there; On these few fur¬ 
longs I found that there had been seven 
temples of the kings of the eighteenth 
and nineteenth dynasties, about 1,-150- 
1160 B. C. Most of these I entirely 
cleared out, the largest- piece of all— 
the great buildings around the Ramese- 
imi—being'the clearance of the Egyp¬ 
tian research account worked by Mr. 
Quibell. Each site gave us some return 
in information or objects, but the most 
valuable of, the sites, as it proved, was 
one of the least inviting. A field of 
stone chips fshowed where the funeral 
temple of Herenplah had stood, and, 
left in the ruins, I found the great 
granite tablet bearing the long inscrip¬ 
tion of Merenptah about his Libyan war 
and his Syrian war and naming IsraeL 

This tablet is over 10 feet high, over 
5 feet wide and over a foot thick, of one 
flawless block of veryfino grained gran¬ 
ite, or rather syenite. It was first cut 
by one of the most sumptuous kings of 
Egypt, Ameahotep HI, brilliantly pol¬ 
ished as flat and glassy as a mirror and 
.engraved with a scene of the king offer¬ 
ing to Amen, the god of Thebes, and an 
inscription of about 3,000 hieroglyphs 
recording his offerings and glorifying 
the god. His son Akhenateii; who 
strove after a higher faith, erased all 
figures and inscriptions of Amen, and 
so effaced most of his father’s fine 
Carving on this great tablet. This, how¬ 
ever, was all re-engraved by' Seti I, 
about 50 years later, as a restoration'. 
Then, some two centuries after it had 
been erected in the temple of Amenho- 
tep HI, Merenptah cast an envious gaze 
on the splendid stone and stole it for 
his own purpose. 

Not taking the trouble to rework it, 
he simply built the face of it into his 
own wall aud engraved on the compar¬ 
atively rough back of the block. At the 
top he figmed a scene of the king offer¬ 
ing to Amen, and below an insciiption 
very nearly as large as that of Amenho- 
tep HI on the other side. The painting 
of the seulptoied figures still remains as 
fxesh as on the day it was done, for, as 
the tablet fell face forward when the 
temple was destroyed, the side belong¬ 
ing to Merenptah lay downward, while 
that, of Amenhotep IH was uppermost. 

In the ruuis, then, amid the frag¬ 
ments of columns and foundations, 
heaped over with a foot or two of stone 
chips, this grand block had lain since 
abont the time of the Trojan war. All 
Greek history, Roman and mediaeval— 
the prophets, Christianity and Islam— 
have swept along while this was wait¬ 
ing unsuspected, with its story of the 
wars of Pharaoh of the Hard Heart and: 
his crushing of Israel.—Professor Flin¬ 
ders Petrie in Century.

When Cod Become Blind; 

Several large cod are kept in one of 
the tanks of the Amsterdam aquarium, 
necessarily near to the surface, and 
therefore exposed to a strong light from 
above. Now, tho cod, though not a 
deep sea” fish, is not a surface swim¬ 
mer and lives at depths where the sun¬ 
light must be very much modified by 
passage through the water. It lives in 
what to us would be_semidarkness. Ev¬ 
ery one of these cod exposed to the 
strong light is suffering from an extraor¬ 
dinary hypertrophy of the eye. The 
whole organ has become overgrown, as 
if in the effort to adjust itself to the use 
of more light rays it had become over¬ 
equipped and then useless. The cod, in 
fact, are blind. 

The most interesting feature in this 
change is the extraordinary rapidity 
with which increased supply of light 
rays has overdeveloped the organ for its 
use. It has taken place, not by slow de¬ 
grees from individual to individual; but 
in a course of time to be measured by 
months and in every individual in the 
tank. If this example is a measure of 
the rapidity with which such changes 
take place among fish, the adaptation 
of those’ creatures which have migrated 
from the • shallow waters 'to the deep 
seas, shown by the total loss of enor¬ 
mous development of their eyes and the 
growth of illuminating organs to light 
the abyss, may have been as rapid as it 
is marvelous. —London Spectator.
